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Hackard 
actions 


of March 6, Bill 
Sc — eins Vice President of the 
ASSSC and I will authorize the 
expenditure of student funds for 
the Associated Students’ Hornet 
newspaper.” 

Thus, Mike Hackard, ASSSC 
Student Body President, 
announced Monday the Hornet's 
victory in his and Schneider's 
attempt to freeze Hornet funds 

Hackard did not consider the 
incident as a Hornet victory, 
however. Rather he announced a 
new reason for their actions of 
last week. “We issued our 
statement of non-authorization 
to thrust the issue of an 
unresponsive student newspaper 
to the general student body. It 
has always been our purpose and 
will continue to be our purpose 
to improve the quality of the 
paper, not to destroy it. Our 
purpose in the non-authorization 
of funds controversy was to 
point out that the Hornet was 
no longer a newspaper for the 
students but was rather a paper 
attempting to force certain 
political philosophies on the 
students....If the paper does not 
function as the official paper of 
the Associated Students, the 
students certainly have a nght to 
question its legitimacy. We are 
now authorizing funds for the 
newspaper in order that the issue 
of freedom of the press can no 
longer be raised.” 

However, Hackard’s final 
sentence betrayed his motives 
for the change in tactics. It was 
apparent, particularly when he 
and Schneider were censured 
Friday by the Student Affairs 
Committee, that the freezing of 
funds was an unviable tactic, for 
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explains 





he could not fight the Bill of 
Rights. Instead they decided to 
sponsor a referendum to have 
the editor removed. In this way 
“the students at SSC now have 
the choice of deciding whether 
they want their paper to be a 
voice of the students or a paper 
promoting private political and 
social causes without regard to 
the feeling of the general student 
body 

Although Hackard, Tuesday, 
disassociated himself and 
Schneider from the recall move, 


the campus was f'ooded on 
Monday by statements 
emanating from their office 
requesting students to sign the 
petitions. 

And although both professed 
to trying to keep this from 
becoming an issue of 


personalities “as § ott Burns has 
attempted to make it appear,” 
their Monday statement bore the 
legend, “Are you tired of Scott 
Burns?” and was illustrated with 
a drawing supposedly of Burns 
taking a check from a 
bemuddled and defensive 
caricature of student 
government 

When = asked 
illustration Hackard claimed that 
it was added without his 
knowledge but that he would 
share responsibility for its being 
issued 

Meanwhile petitions are being 
circulated calling for the recall 
of Burns, others for the recall of 
Hackard and Schneider and the 
possibility of impeachment by 
the Student Senate has been 
discussed. 

In any event, the Hornet is 
still publishing, everything else is 
up in the air and most students 
are looking forward to returning 
to their normal complacency. 

Nevertheless, for those who 
are still interested, Burns and 
Hackard will meet face to face 
to answer questions, live on

Dr. Suzanne A. Snively, M.D., 
director of the Health Service 
Center here, is hoping a new 
plan discussing the use of 
contraceptives, birth control 
pills, intrauterine devices and 
other related medical aids for 
females will be utilized by many 
of SSC’s newly enrolled female 
students 

Dr. Snively, a specialist in 
internal medicine, said the 
program needs more volunteers 
to keep it going 

The volunteers meet at the 
Student Health Ceuter, located 
on Jordan Way, across from 
Physical Education building 
Thursday evenings, 7 p.m 

Basically, the plan, which is 
patterned after the nation-wide 
planned parenthood program, is 
structured to give information 


and certain medical aid to any 
female student who requests it 

“There are a lot of things 
which we feel the gals should 
know about contraceptives 
know about themselves, before 
they start taking them. Know 
what problems might develop 


from taking the pill. Know the 
advantages of using a diaphragm 


or to having an intrauterine 
device (IUD),” Dr.  Snively 
stated 

At the evening sessions, 


information is given to the 
volunteers, by Dr. Snively or a 
member of her staff. A general 
rap session 1s tollowed, in which 
the students can ask questions 
and realiy find out more about 
the program 

After the student has 
attended the special Thursday 
evening session, she may make a 
specific appointment to see the 
doctor. The doctor will do the 
vaginal, breast or PAP (cancer 
detection) examinations 

The doctor will also discuss 
with the student the type of 
contraceptive she will have. And 
if the student requests the pill, 
the doctor will write her a 
prescription. If the student 
requests a diaphragm, the doctor 
will fit and measure the student 
and give her a prescription 


However, the Health Center is 
not permitted to put in an IUD, 
because it is a minor surgical 
procedure. Instead, the student 
is referred to the Planned 
Parenthood, County Clinic or to 
a private physician. 

The Health Center is now 
running slightly behind on their 
appointments, due, Dr. Snively 
explained, to the great demand 
for the service. She and her staff 
can only see so many students 
during the interviews 

To help augment the services, 
Dr. Snively said the Chancellor’s 
office has recently suggested a 
new proposal, namely, that the 
ASSSC should allocate some 
funds to assist the Health Center 
in their service. If any funds are 
provided through the ASSSC, 
the funds will be separate from 
the regualr Health Service’s 
funds. And everything will have 
to be paid for by the student. 

Present! the only 
expen litures a student pays for 
under the present plan are the 
PAP smears ($3), plus they 
purchase their own pills or 
diaphragm. The Health Center is 
not permitted to furnish these 
free to the student. However. 
Dr. Snively declared, the costs 
are still less for the student if sae 
had to pay for the complete 
program 


200 cases 


The Health Center is visited 
by 200 students per day. And 
this figure increases during the 
spring, when there is a high 
incidence of hay fever. The same 
thing occurs during the winter 
months, due to incidences of flu. 

The Health Center’s basic 
function, Dr. Snively said, is to 
provide medical care for minor 
illnesses the student might 
have- illnesses that will not 
necessarily be reason for 
hospitalization or confinement 
in bed; illnesses that can be 
diagnosed and treated and 
permit the student tc continue 
attending classes 

Any student who is enrolled 
at Sacramento State College is 
eligible for aid at the Health 
Center

Green along with Rich Nelson 
of Chico State and Ron 
McMillan of UC Davis, was a 
unanimous choice for the 
all-conference squad.

the final two frames, but UOP 
countered with fireman Ron 
Jones and held the Hornets 
hitless for four innings 
Sacramento's 1971 FWC batting 
champ Terry Mayers returned 


with a bang. going three for 
three, including a two run triple 

Coach Boyes aggregation got 
the excellent hurling they are 
going to need to repeat last years 
accomplishments, as they hosted 
the University of Nevada-Reno 
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in a Saturday doubleheader in 
Hornetville. Del Chiaro and 
Johnson combined to shut out 
the Wolfpack on four hits, 7-0 
The outcome was never in 
doubt, as the Hornets slammed 
out ten hits. Mayer picked up 
three more runs-batted-in, while 
shortstop Gary Voet, All-FWC 
second baseman Lou Gaspar, 
and veteran right-fielder Shelby 
Richards got two hits apiece 

The second game of the 
twin-bill did not go so well, as 
Nevada spoiled another Hornet 
shutout bid, by coming up with 


four tallies in the sixth inning 
for a come-from-behind 4-2 
victory Hilleary fired three 
innings of scoreless ball tou 
reinforce his chances of 
becoming the number three 
Starter. Mayer ran his early 
season RBI tota! to six, as he 


garnered two of the six SSC hits 
The ALL-FWC left-fielder has a 
red hot bat, with six hits in eight 
appearances at the plate 

It is still a time of 
experimenting for Coach Boyes, 
as he shifts lineups and shuffles 
moundsmen in search for the 
winning combination.
